CSU campus police ask 
for raises, higher wages 


The CSU and Statewide University Police 
Association disagree about salary increases 
for campus police officers.

As the current fiscal year nears to 
a close, negotiations between the Cal 
State University system and the State- 
wide University Police Association, a 
nonprofit organization representing 
386 CSU campus police officers, have 
reached an impasse. 

The CSU Board of Trustees and 
Statewide University Police Associa- 
tion (SUPA) met in March to discuss 
salary and benefits for campus police 
officers for the current fiscal year but 
were unable to come to an agreement. 

According to CSU Spokesman Erik 
Fallis, at the bargaining table the CSU 
proposed to maintain salary and ben- 
efits with SUPA for the current fiscal 
year, as it has done with other unions, 
and reopen discussions in three months 


at the start of the new fiscal year of _ 


2013-14. 
“We're interested in looking to- 


wards an agreement but ... we are at 
a position financially as an institution 
where we are getting the same level of 
resources from the state as we got in 
1997 to 1998,” Fallis said. “We have 
tens of thousands of more students to 
educate with those resources, and we 
have less overall to spend on every- 
thing that the university does.” 

Fallis said that the CSU plans to set 
aside some money in the next fiscal 
year, if and when Gov. Jerry Brown’s 


‘proposed budget is approved, after 


which the CSU will resume collective 
bargaining with different groups on 
how to address increases to salary and 
benefits. 

“Next year, if we can get the gov- 
ernor’s proposed budget, which has 
an increase, we do want to set aside a 
modest pool of compensation, and we 
do want to collectively bargain with 
our unions about that pool, but that’s all 
predicated on something happening at 
the state level to confirm that we actu- 
ally do have that new budget available,”

LBSU sand volleyball wins AVCA championship

With a much healthier lineup in the 


’ sand than it had on the court in 2012, the 


Long Beach State women’s volleyball 
team captured the American Volleyball 
Coaches Association national title. Sat- 
urday in Gulf Shores, ‘Ala. 

In a rematch of last year’s champi- 


onship tilt, the second ranked ‘Nin- 
ers (19-3) edged out No. 1 Pepperdine 
(20-1), 3-2. 

The loss was the first for Pepperdine 
in a span of two seasons, the entire ex- 
istence of NCAA sand volleyball, and 
The Beach had already fallen to the 
Waves three times this year. 

LBSU’s top duo, Caitlin Ledoux 
and Tara Roenicke — who were 
granted the win in their finals match 
due to forfeit (an injury to Pepper- 
dine’s Jazmine Orozco) — have been 


named All-Americans for the second 
straight season. 

The two went on to compete for 
the AVCA pairs championship on 
Sunday, but they fell to Kirby Burn- 
ham and Stevi Robinson of Southern 
California in Sunday’s final by a 
score of 21-19 and 21-19. 

The national championship is the 
fifth for LBSU in volleyball, as the 
women’s indoor team has won three ti- 
tles (1989, 1993 and 1998) and the men’s 
indoor team has delivered one (1991). 
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The CSU and SUPA will enter negotiations with a mediator. 
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Fallis said. 

However, SUPA President Jeff 
Solomon said a restructuring of the 
police pay system and a long-term 
solution is needed to fix issues with 
salary and benefits. 

“What we’re looking at doing is 
not just fixing the problem by getting 
a modest pool. What we’re looking at 
is fixing the problem,” Solomon said. 
“The problem is that we don’t get au- 
tomatic step increases.” 

Solomon said SUPA wants the 
CSU to unlock a 15-step pay scale, 
which would allow officers to auto- 
matically receive a 4.6 percent pay 
increase every year. 

“Each year you do a good job, you 
get a modest increase; we don’t get 
that,” Solomon said. “We haven’t had 
a raise since 2007, so whatever you 
get hired at as a police officer at the 
CSU is what you stay at unless you 
negotiate a salary.” 

According to the 2012-13 CSU 
Salary Schedule, the annual salary of 
a CSU campus police officer ranges 
between $49,620 and $68,388. 

The current annual salary range 
for a University of California po- 
lice officer is between $71,376 and 
$92,280, including a 4 percent lon- 
gevity benefit after 10 years of ser- 
vice, according to the University of 
California, Berkeley Police Depart- 
ment website. 

Solomon warned that as the econ- 
omy begins to show some signs of re- 
covery, more CSU police officers are 
either leaving or looking for higher 
paid positions with other agencies. 
He also said the situation will get 
worse if the CSU keeps delaying ad- 
dressing the issue of salary and ben- 
efits. 

“At the UC system, at the time of 
hire, they make more than 20 percent 
more than we do, and at a five-year 
mark, they make over 40 percent 
more than we do. So how do we ex- 
pect to keep people?” Solomon said. 
“All we’re asking for is that they pay 
competitive wages, something simi- 
lar to the UC system, by opening up 
the steps.” 

Security on CSU campuses is also 
affected by officers leaving the CSU 
system for higher paid jobs at other 


agencies, Solomon said. 

“All you have to do is ... look at the 
crime [statistics] compared to the last 
year’s and the years before,” Solomon 
said. “Everything is on the rise and 
... part of that is due to the lack of 
officers on campus. The more people 
we lose, the more it puts my officers, 
the students, staff and campus com- 
munity in jeopardy.” 

However, according to the CSU, 
SUPA’s claims of high turnover of 
CSU officers and increased crime 
on campuses are not completely ac- 
curate. 

“All these claims of high turnover 
and exodus are exaggerations tied 
to salary negotiations,” Fallis said. 
“What we have seen in terms of turn- 
over for the SUPA division is pretty 
modest and normal.” 

According to Fernando Solorzano, 
Cal State Long Beach’s University 
Police chief, the CSULB campus 
hasn’t encountered any of the chal- 
lenges that concern Solomon. 

“I can very candidly say that the 
police department here at [CSULB] 
is not suffering those challenges,” 
Solorzano said. “We’ve maintained a 
staffing consistency. For the first time 
in 20 years, that I know, the [police] 
department has seen a small decrease 
in budget but not in staffing.” 

According to Solorzano, overall 
crime on campus has also been de- 
creasing. 

In 2010, there were 10 reported in- 
cidents of car theft, and in the follow- 
ing year car theft decreased by half. 
There were five incidents of weap- 
ons possession in 2010 compared to 
only one in 2011, as reported in the 
CSULB University Police Crime Sta- 
tistics website. 

Solorzano said this decrease is due 
to effective security measures like 
surveillance cameras and the night 
escort program. 

However, Solorzano said he agrees 
with SUPA’s efforts to increase pay 
for CSU officers. He said that campus 
officers do the same work as other 
university system police officers, and 
they should be compensated. 

Currently, the CSU system and 
SUPA are awaiting the appointment 
of a mediator, which will bring bar- 
gaining between the two groups into 
mediation.

Students willingly drop trousers for donations 


CSULB’s Undie Run 
saw more than 200 
participants on 
Thursday.

Approximately 250 students bared 
it all on Thursday to participate in 
Cal State Long Beach’s Undie Run, an 
event that promotes donating clothes to 
the Goodwill charity. 

Students lined up for the mile-long 
race, which was promoted through Face- 
book, at 10 p.m. to start their run from 
the Beach Circle toward the Pyramid. At 
the starting line, students donated their 
clothes before beginning the race. 
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Some students, like junior kinesiol- 
ogy major Alexandra Olivares, thought 
the event was effective in its goal. 

“There’s a lot of people that got the 
message and showed up; everybody is 
leaving clothes,” Olivares said. “I think 
a lot of families are going to be helped 
by this [event.]” 

The idea for CSULB’s Undie Run 
came from a group of students in a Pro- 
fessional Event Planning communica- 
tions course. 

“We realized that our school doesn’t 
have an Undie Run [while] most other 
schools do,” Julia Stamm, a senior com- 
munications and journalism major and 
one of the event’s organizers, said. “We 
knew students wanted this event to hap- 
pen.” 

Students in the communications course 
originally planned to host a charity walk 
but eventually decided to change it to the 
Undie Run, Stamm said. 

The hundreds of bras and underpants 


worn by students were regulated by a 
clothing limitation imposed by the uni- 
versity for safety reasons, according to 
Stamm. 

“Clothing worn should be reason- 
able: no thongs, no see-through/sheer, 
no flip-flops and no pasties,” the Face- 
book event page advised. 

In order to make the event free for 
students, student organizers raised 
money through different fundraisers, 
including a car wash and a fundraiser at 
Panama Joe’s, Stamm said. : 

According to Stamm, expenses in- 
cluded wristbands and a fee to pay Uni- 
versity Police to monitor the event to 
make sure it ran smoothly.

U.S. needs to determine Syria’s threat before taking action 


It is well documented that the Middle East has 
been at the center of many insurrections, revolu- 
tions and wars over the past few decades. 

A melting pot of different cultures and reli- 
gious sects, events in the Middle East often have 
a major impact on the rest of the world. 

The Syrian Civil War, if one chooses to use 
that terminology to describe the conflict, has left 
at least 70,000 dead, according to CNN.

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However, as Obama has grown wiser through- 
out the past five months, his words have changed. 

According to the Los Angeles Times, Obama 
said in late April that a variety of options, not 
necessarily military force, would be weighed in 
order to remove chemical weapons from Syria.

Tron Man 3’ is better than ‘The Avengers’ 


Director Shane Black makes us 
care about Tony Stark again.

Marvel’s “The Avengers” blew audiences away last year 
by delivering on years of built-up hype and bringing all of 
their popular characters together for one epic collaborative 
film that was like nothing we’d ever seen before. 

Now, in a post-Avengers world, everyone was wondering 
how Marvel could possibly follow that up. Over the week- 
end, people got their answer when “Iron Man 3” came out 
and proved that maybe we should be excited that the whole 
Avengers thing is finally over. 

While “The Avengers” was an event, “Iron Man 3” is a 
standalone film, and it reminds us what made the first “Iron 
Man” so great. Before every Marvel film had to fit into the 
company’s agenda of inserting hints and winks at the next 
movie, Marvel’s only interest was telling a story. Finally that 
weight is off Marvel’s shoulders, and it can go back to making 
films that don’t have to constantly telegraph the next thing 
and can instead focus on the present. 

Tony Stark (Robert Downey Jr.) is a changed man after the 
events of “The Avengers” and has some serious psychologi- 
cal issues now that he’s seen aliens burst from the sky in New 
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York. However, this is used to establish where the character’s 
mind is, both in his public persona and in his relationship 
with Pepper Pots (Gweneth Paltrow). A couple bad dreams 
and flashbacks are shown, but other than that there are very 
few references to his other superhero friends, and none of 
them appear in the film. 

This is a refreshing change from the last film, “Iron Man 
2,” which was so concerned with furthering the plot of the 
next movie it forgot to be good on its own. 

Part of the improvement is the director Shane Black, who 
previqusly directed Downey Jr. in the criminally underrated 
2005 action comedy “Kiss Kiss, Bang Bang.” Black brings 
a dark humor and humanity to Stark that audiences haven’t 
seen since the first film. Stark has spent so long being the 
snarky know-it-all that we had forgotten there’s a person be- 
neath the armor. 

In fact, Stark spends a lot of the film outside of his suit, using 
his wits to help him instead of the gadgets. At no point in “Iron 
Man 2” or “The Avengers” did you ever believe that he was in 
any kind of real danger. Black subverts this by making the hero of 
the film the flesh-and-blood Stark himself, rather than Iron Man. 

When done well, acting will always be more engaging than 
special effects, which is why it’s a shame to cover someone as 
charismatic as Downey Jr. in a suit of armor for half the movie. 
“Tron Man 3” fixes this and gives Downey Jr. something to do. 

“Tron Man 3” shows promise for the Marvel films that 
are still to come. Now that Marvel knows the format works 
and that it can bring the Avengers back together whenever 
it wants, it can finally step back and make its primary focus 
making good movies with interesting characters instead of 
prequels for something else. 
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In “Tron Man 3,” Tony Stark (Robert Downey Jr.) spends most of 
his time outside of his suit, making himself vulnerable again.

Blue lowlights set the mood at the Observatory 
Saturday night, where trendy Orange County high 
school and college students made up the majority of 
the audience for Southern Californian folk singer and 
songwriter Matt Costa.

Costa also got the audience moving with new 
songs, like “Good Times” and “Early November,” but 
the biggest crowdpleasers were sing-a-long favorites 
“Sunshine” and “Behind the Moon.”

LBSU loses a pair of 
one-run games before 
falling 9-4 in the finale.

The Dirtbags went into Goodwin 
Field looking to make up ground in 
the Big West Conference, but they left 
buried in the conference standings after 
a sweep at the hands of first-place Cal 
State Fullerton. 

Long Beach State (21-24, 9-9 Big 
West) fell to sixth in the Big West while 
No. 4 CSUF (39-7, 15-3 Big West) con- 
tinued to prove it’s the team to beat 
with a three-game sweep that featured 
good pitching, powerful hitting and re- 
liable defense. 

“That’s a good club,” head coach 
Troy Buckley said of the Titans. “You 
have to play really complete baseball to 
beat them, and when you don’t, they’re 
going to make you pay for it.” 

The series started with a 3-2 loss 
in front of more than 3,000 fans. The 
Dirtbags and Titans both relied on their 
starting pitchers to earn them the win, 
but CSUF’s Thomas Eshelman. ulti- 
mately outdueled LBSU’s Shane Carle. 

Eshelman, who allowed just one hit 
in a start against the Dirtbags earlier 
in the year, gave up a pair of runs on 
seven hits but earned the win in a sey- 


en-inning performance. Buckley said

to make up for the loss. 

“There are no moral victories,” 
Buckley said. “I don’t think [Es- 
helman] was as sharp this time as he 
was last time. This is a long year for a 
freshman ... but he did enough to help 
his team win.” 

Saturday’s matchup featured even 
better pitching. The Dirtbags’ Jake 
Stassi matched the*Titans’ Justin Gar-

The 49ers did what they’ve been 
doing nearly all conference season 
long this weekend when they sent 
their final conference opponent of 
the season home with a series loss. 

The ‘Niners (35-20, 17-7 Big 
West) topped off a conference sea- 
son during which they lost only one 
series by sweeping UC Davis (22- 
27, 8-13), winning 2-0 and 6-2 ina 
doubleheader on Saturday before 
completing the sweep with a 1-0 win 
in eight innings on Sunday. 

The sweep was highlighted by 15 
scoreless innings pitched by Erin 
Jones-Wesley and a single-season RBI 
record by Darian Tautalafua in the 
back end of Saturday’s doubleheader. 

Jones-Wesley threw two shutouts, 
including a one-hitter in to open 
the series. Jones-Wesley said she 
has pitched through a sprained lat- 
eral collateral ligament the last two 
weeks, but while she said that her 
velocity has slowed down as a result, 
she has been just as effective as eyer. 
In her five appearances since then, 
she has posted a 1.17 ERA. 

“JT don’t think I’m throwing as hard 
as I usually do,” Jones-Wesley said, 
“but it’s kind of helping my pitches 
more since I don’t have as much 
speed on it.” 

Head coach Kim Sowder used her 
sparingly at first, as she only pitched 
five innings against UC Santa Barbara. 
After two quality starts last weekend, 
where she tamed a wild Hawaii of- 
fense, Jones-Wesley has seen a lot more 
innings, as well as continued success. 

Tautalafua has .achieved more 
success this season than most other 
past 49ers hitters, and she is only a 
freshman. Along with breaking the 


promising at first, as the Dirtbags led 
2-1 through four innings. CSUF then 
scored seven unanswered runs, though, 
thanks in part to a towering home run 
to right field by senior first baseman 
Carlos Lopez. 

The Dirtbags eventually got a couple 
runs back, but the late-inning scores 
proved irrelevant, as LBSU ultimately 
lost 9-4. 

“T think the pitching was not very 
competitive,’ Buckley said. “It kind 
of reverted back to games in the past 
where it was kind of a bad dream in that 
[we gave up a lot of] free opportunities, 
walks and errors and things like that.” 

The Dirtbags are now six games back 
of the Titans in the conference stand- 
ings and left without much of a chance 
to make the postseason. Buckley said 
that the change in circumstances would 
lead to more playing time for some of 
the younger players on the team. 

“T owe it to the team and the program 
to make sure we put our most experi- 
enced and best players that give us a 
chance to win while we’re in the race,” 
he said. “Now that we’re out of the race, 
if you will, the ability for other guys to 
get some opportunities will occur.” 

However, Buckley said those oppor- 
tunities wouldn’t be handed out easily. 

“It’s not a Salvation Army or Red 
Cross or this philanthropic endeavor 
where I’m throwing things out there 
like, ‘Hey, go ahead, get three at-bats,” 
he said. “There’s a reason why they’ll 
get those shots.” 

The Dirtbags will next play on Tues- 
day night at Pepperdine. They will then 
return home for a conference series 
against Hawaii.
